BUSINESS — Looks as though 
we're rapidly approaching the time 
when we'll have to take down the 
“business aS usual” sign over the 
doors of many of our industries. It’s 
been contended for months that 
Uncle Sam couldn’t go into the ar- 
mament business—for himself and 
for nations elsewhere that are 
fighting what is often described as 
our battles—on the scale that now 
seems necessary, and still have the 
time, talent and materials necessary 
to carry on everything else at nor- 
mal speed and in normal volume. 


DISLOCATION appears just 
around the corner, with official ac- 
ceptance of the above view. And it 
is beginning to appear, to econom- 
ists studying the situation with an 
eye to the future, that along the 
passing of the “business as usual” 
status will come, to a noticeable ex- 
tent, the passing of profits on some 
usual — that is, peacetime — busi- 
nesses. Washington economists have 
arrived at the inescapable conclu- 
sion that, for example, if automo- 
bile production must be curtailed 
in order to provide needed steel for 
armament, other businesses which 
lean heavily on the auto industry 
will be greatly affected because of 
the curtailment of purchases by this 
top-notch peacetime customer of 
theirs. 

COUNTERBALANCE — The next 
question is: Will the defense work 
make up for the normal business 
thus shoved aside? Consensus is 
that, in the over-all picture, it will 
more than do that; for most com- 
panies, such as aircraft, steel, ship- 
building, copper and aluminum, it 
assuredly will do so; that for others, 
notably motors, the answer is— 
“probably,” and that for some oth- 
ers, like building materials, agricul- 
ture, and household appliances, it’s 
“probably not.” 

NO SHOW—Just what’s going to 
happen with respect to the auto in- 
dustry’s production of cars and the 
changes of models, in view of de- 
fense demands, is the question that 
gets most attention, outside fo the 
question about how the defense drive 
itself is coming along. Indication 
that something will happen in this 
field, though, came last week when 
the Automobile Manufacturers As- 
sociation cancelled the National Au- 
to Show booked for next October in 
New York. It was pointed out that 
this action will not control the 
course each company may follow in 
the matter of new models for "42. 

TALK in automotive trade circles, 
though, has it that it’s quite doubt- 
ful if many change other than new 
colors and incidental accessories 
will be made in 1942 models. 

Changes involving only minor al- 
terations in body or motor design 
naturally require new dies and tools 
for defense production without ser- 
iously impairing the normal output 
of passenger cars upon which the 
nation’s business and agriculture 
today are so vitally dependent, ac- 
cording to J. W. Frazer, president 
of Willys-Overland.' It would also 
help to prevent recurrence of the 
situation of 1917-1918, when pas- 
senger car output was curtailed, 
demand increased tremendously, 
and cars sold at a terrific premium, 
said this modern pioneer in the low 
cost, full-size cars. 

ARBITRATION AWARD — Be- 
cause business men engaged in in- 
ternational trade know that dis- 
putes with far-away customers put 
red ink on ledger books, there are 
many thousands who use arbitration 
to settle controversies out of court. 
With this in mind, C. V. Whitney, 
president of the American Arbi- 
tration Association, has just an- 
nounced the creation of an annual 
award to the American business or- 
ganization most effectively promot- 
ing the use of arbitration in for- 
eign trade. Annual selection of the 
firm to receive the silver plaque will 
be made shortly by a jury of busi- 
ness men, educators and public of- 
ficials. Donor is Eugene F. Sitterley, 
publisher of “Importers’ Guide,” an 
international trade publication. In- 
cidentally, this journal is said to 
have the most complete collection 
of telephone directories in the world 
with the books mounted on a huge 
revolving wheel for convenience in 
searching for names of business 
houses anywhere on earth.

“Ultimate Highway System” 
Considered At Important 
Meeting At San Francisco 


SAN FRANCISCO—The ultimate 
highway system necessary in four 
National forests of the Sierra Ne- 
vada range was the topic discussed 
ee a three-day meeting attended by 
representatives of the State Divis- 
|ion of Highways, County Boards of 
Supervisors, Public Roads Armin- 
istration and the Forest Service. 
Regional Forester S. B. Show, in 
charge of California’s national for- 
ests, presented the comprehensive 
plan showing the arteries essential 
to carry the traffic which results 
'from use of the resources in the 
| Eldorado, Inyo, Sierra and Sequoia 
National Forests. The plan _indi- 
cates not only present needs, but 
those a half century in the future 
when California’s population is ex- 
pected to reach its peak. It is based 
on actual traffic counts. made in 
cooperation with the State Division 
of Highways for existing roads, and 
On expanded use, which would oc- 
cur with increases in population and 
i full use of all resources. In arriving 
at the total volume of traffic, se- 
parate analysis had been made for 
each of the resources of timber, wa- 
ter, forage, minerals, wildlife and 
recreation, showing the amounts of 
each resource and the road systems 
necessary for its utilization. Also 
considered was the amount of 
through traffic on transcontinental 
arteries such as highway number 50 
from Placerville to Reno via Lake 
Tahoe, through the Eldorado Na- 
tional Forest.

Nation Blames Hitler For Territorial Losses; 
Feeling Against Hungary Increases; Nazis 


Must Preserve Peace To Protect Oil Resources

Reports that General Antonescu; 


has gained mastery over the revolt 


of the iron guards in Rumania, 


cannot be accepted as indicating 


that permanent stability has been | 


established. The fundamental 
grievanve of the iron guards is the 
recent annexation of Rumanian ter- 
ritory by Hungary under German 
direction; and the possibility of 
further uprisings will exist as long 
las return of at least part of that 
area is denied. 

The seizures of Bessarabia and 
Buovina by Russia and southern, 
Dobrudja by Bulgaria have not 
caused as much open resentment as 
the loss of Transylvania to Hungary 
because more Transylvanians have 
close affinity with the Rumanians.| 
Too, there has long been national- 
istic rivalry between Rumania and! 
Hungary. 

When Antonescu became premier 
of Rumania, at the time of the dis- 
missal of King Carol, he declared 
the Rumanian territorial claims 
would receive his sympathetic inter-

est but that nothing could be done 
for the present. The iron guards, 
who are ambitious to become the 
governing power in Rumania, have 
been using General Antonescu’s 
admission of the impossibility of 
immediate action to arouse ani- 
mosity against him. 

The position of Germany in the 
internal affairs of Rumania is not 
improved by the iron guards agi- 
tation. The leaders of the iron 
guards favor a Nazi form of gov- 
ernment for Rumania but they al- 
so hold Adolf Hitler responsible for 
the disintegration of Rumanian 
territory. 

So, for that matter, do the fol- 
lowers of General Antonescu, but 
the iron guards are more insistent 
on rectification of the new bound- 
aries. As long as German troops re- 
main in practical control of Ru- 
mania, it will be impossible for the 
iron guards to recover lost terri- 
tory by force.

New Snow Removal Plea Taken 
Under Advisement By State 


Following a hearing at Sacramen- 
to Friday morning on a further re- 
quest for snow removal on U. S. 
Route 50 between Twin Bridges and 


Meyers, across the Echo summit, 
the State Highway Commission an- 
nounced that decision on the mat- 
ter would be deferred pending fur- 
ther study by state engineers. 

The request was presented by John 
E. Keller as spokesman, represent- 
ing a delegation of El] Dorado Coun- 
ty residents. 

The Highway Commission had be- 
fore it a report on snow depths on 
this section of highway, particularly 
on Echo Summit, which has pre- 
pared by the Division of Water Re- 
sources at the request of Director 


of Public Works Frank W. Clark | 


The report showed that to open the 
portion between Twin Bridges and 
Meyers, a distance of 10.9 miles, it 
would be necessary to move 163,000 
cubic yards of snow weighing ap- 
proximately 34,000 tons. These fig- 
ures are based on the assumption 
that the road would be opened to a 
width of twenty feet with vertical 
cut sidewalls.a 

From Twin Bridges to Camp Sac- 
ramento, the snow averages 32 in. 
deep; and from Camp Sacramento 
'to the Echo Lake turn-off, the snow 
averages 52 inches. These measure- 


ments of snow on the highway do 
not represent the total amount of 
snowfall on Echo Summit so far this 
season, as during the first part of 
the winter the snow plows kept the 
\road open and removed the early 
| snows from the Highway. Compari- 


surements at Soda Springs and at) 


Phillips on U. S. 50 just this side of 
Echo Summit, show that ordinar- 
ily there is from 20 to 70 inches 
more snowfall during the entire win- 


| ter at Echo Summit than at Don- 


ner Summit on U. S. 40. However, 
this year there has been approxi- 
mately 50 per cent more snowfall at 
Donner Summit than at the Echo 
Summit area. 

Engineers of the Division of High- 
ways submitteed to the Commission 
a report showing that the actual 
cost of opening the Emerald Bay 
section, amounted to $5,071.53. The 
estimated cost of keeping the Echo 
Summit road open throughout the 
winter between Kyzurz and Meyers, 
a distance of 21.6 miles, is $48,148. 
The cost of additional equipment 
required is estimated at $44,400 for 
two rotary plows and light and 
heavy trucks and push plows. The 
cost of additiona garage and hous- 
ing faciities required for snow re- 
moval throughout the winter is es- 
timated at $30,000. 

The difference between the cost 
of keeping the Echo Summit road 
open throughout the winter as 
compared to the cost of opening it 
in the spring, is estimated at $42,- 
976 based on the following figures:

} slashed at Benito Mussolini’s Afri- 
can empire on all fronts today. 

The tempo of attacks on Italian 
East Aftica increased and swift ar- 
mored columns thrust westward 
across the Libyan desert and pla- 
teau in preparation for attacks on 
Derna and Benghazi. 

Aided by the British, Haile Se- 
lassie re-entered his Ethiopian 
; kingdom and raised a banner of re- 
} volt around which loyal tribesmen 
wete expected to rally. 

It was indicated that the im- 
portant Italian seaplane base of 
Bomba, 46 miles east of Tobruk, 
was cut off by the British, and pos- 
sibly was in British hands. The 
base was reported abandoned by 
the Italians sevedal days ago. 


The Greeks ciaimed they had cap- 
tured 250 Italians in fighting above 
Klisura. Italian reinforcements, in- 
cluding mechanized units, have been 
brought up to meet the threat to 
Berat and Valona while the Greek 
forces have been strengthened, pos- 
sibly for a major push. 

The fight in Rumania went on 
between Gen. Ion Antonescu and 
the radical faction of the iron 
| euard. Reports conflicted as to 
| which side was getting the upper 
lhand but agreed that, despite re- 
peated announcements that order 
had been restored, outbreaks were 
continuing.

| 93rd Anniversary Of 
Marshall Discovery To 
Be Kept Saturday Night 


| SACRAMENTO, (iP) — State 

| Senator H. E. Dillinger, of the 
Ninth District, which includes 
El Dorado County, said this 
morning he will offer a resolu- 
tion today that the Senate ad- 
journ in memory of James W. 
Marshall, who discovered gold 
at Coloma ninety-three years 
ago this week. 


Ninety-three years ago today at 
Sutter’s Mill, Coloma, “some kind 
of mettle was found in the tailrace 
that looks like goald.” The quota- 
tion is from the diary of Henry 
Bigler. 

While there is no civic celebra- 
tion of the occasion today, all El 
Dorado County will join with the 
people of Coloma, Lotus and Gold 
Hill Saturday night in the annual 
Gold Discovery Dance, commemo- 
rating the anniversary. 

The event will be held at the 
Coloma Community Hall and music 
for old-time and modern dancing 
will be supplied by Merryman’s 
Merrymakers. 

Many of those who attend will 
participate in the anniversary ob- 
servance by wearing old-time cos- 
tumes and the Pioneer Quadrille 
Club, which will attend the doings 
in @ group, has made plans to as- 
sist in this part of the program. 
All will wear costumes of the ’49er 
period. 

Gold was discovered at Sutter’s 
Mill by James W. Marshall, who 
was in charge of the mill. 
Four days later he reported 
his discovery to Captain Sutter, at 
Sacramento. History records they 
agreed to keep the matter a secret 
for a time, but the word leaked out 
and weaks later, San Francisco was 
electrified by Sam Brannan run- 
ning through the streets displaying 
a bottle of gold dust and shouting: 

“Gold! Gold! Gold from the 
American river!”

Museum Curator 


Dies Suddenly 


Harry C. Peterson Is 
Victim Of Heart 
Attack On Thursday 


Harry C. Peterson, 65, curator 
since 1926 of the pioneer museum 
at Sutter’s Fort, Sacramento, and a 
former editorial associate in The 
Pony Express Courier, Placerville 
monthly historical magazine, died 
Thursday at a Sacramento hospital 
following a heart attack earlier in 
the day. 

Because of his great interest in 
the museum of which he had charge 
and his full appreciation of the his- 
tory of California, Mr. Peterson was 
widely. known: ‘throughout the state 
and had visited Placerville 
times. ; 

On occasion he came here to ad- 
dress civic and other groups. Other 
times his. visit was in-the interest 
of research and in furtherance .of 
his interest in the marking“of his- 
toric sites throughout the state. 

He had many friends in El Do- 
rado County. 

Mr. Peterson met a tragic death. 
He was alone in his apartment: at 
the museum early Thursday: when 
he suffered a heart attack. Lacking 
strength to gain his feét,; he crawl- 
ed on his hands and ‘knees through 
the fort yard to the office tele- 
phone a physician.* < ;

Native of Iowa, Mr. Peterson was 
director of the Stanford Museum of 
Fine Arts from 1899 to 1919, and was 
noted for his restoration of 4,000 art 
pieces damaged in the earthquake of 
1906. He had wide association: among 
members. of California and other 
western historical groups. His wife, 
one son ang a sister survive him.

(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for Jan. 
26 is Luke 15, the Golden Text 
being Luke 19:10, “The Son of 
Man came to seek and to save 
that which was lost.’’) 


THE BIBLE chapter which is 
the lesson today, is one of the 
finest in the whole New Testa- 
ment. In the first place, St. Luke 
tells us that many publicans and 
sinners gathered around Jesus. 
Publicans were the tax gatherers. 
They were Jews, but collected 
taxes from their own people for 
the Romans and were often ac- 
cused of grafting, keeping money 
that they should have turned in. 
The Jews naturally hated them. 
By sinners it is just possible St. 
Luke meant miserable outcast 
men and women. 

The Pharisees, who, as we have 
read before, were always on the 
watch to trip Jesus so that they 
might accuse Him of wrong doing, 
said, “This man receiveth sinners, 
and eateth with them.” 

Jesus knew what they were 
thinking, of course, so He told 
them a parable. “What man of 
you, having an hundred sheep, if 
he loses one of them, doth not 
leave the ninety and nine in the 
wilderness, and go after that 
which is lost, until he find it? 

“And when he hath found it. he 
layeth it on his shoulder, rejoic- 
ing. 

cand when he cometh home, he 
calleth together his friends and 
neighbors, saying unto them, Re- 
joice with me; for I have founrd 
my sheep which was lost.” 

Sheep, it is said, if they get lost 
from the flock, never find their 
way home like dogs, for instance, 
do. They “stay lost” unless the 
shepherd finds them. Sheep are 
valuable to these shepherds, so it 
was natural for a shepherd to call 
his friends together to rejoice 
with him and celebrate the finding 
of the lost one. 


Joy Over Repentent Sinner

sinner that repenteth, more than

Came to Himself 

Then “he came to himself,” St 
Luke says, and thought about his 
home and how the servants who 
worked for his father had plenty 
to eat, and he decided that while 
he was unworthy to be received 
again as a member of the family, 
he might be hired as a servant. 

So “he arose, and came to his 
father.” And when the father 
saw him coming from far off (it 
is quite possible he was watching 
for him and hoping he could see 
him coming), he ran to meet him, 
was filled with pity for him and 
“fell on his neck and kissed him.” 

“And the son said unto him, I 
have sinned against heaven, and 
in thy sight, and am no more 
worthy to be called thy son.” 

But the father called the serv- 
ants and told them to kill a fat 
calf and make a fesst to cele- 
brate the son's return. 

“For this my son was dead, and 
is alive again; he was lost, and is 
found.” 

Now the older son, who nad 
Stayed at home and worked with 
his father all this time, came in 
from work and heard music and 
dancing and asked what it meant. 
On being told he was very angry 
and would not go in. To his fa. 
ther he said: 

“Lo, these many years do I 
setve thee, neither transgressed 1 
at any time thy commandmen; , 
and yet thou never gavest me a 
kid, that I might make merry 
with my friends.” 

Some commentators take the 
view that this son was very 
wicked because he felt so, but I 
think it was a very natural reac- 
tion. It is one almost everyone

work to the disadvantage of Ger- 
many. The iron guardy seem to be 
operating on the principle that by 
fomenting agitations for territor- 


ial readjustments they. may be able 
to persuade Germany to take some 
voluntary action in meeting their 
claims. Otherwise, further disturb- 
ances are likely to break out. 

Junior membership in the Axis 
alliance thus is not working at all 
smoothly. Of the three junior part- 
ners, Rumania, Hungary and Slo- 
vakia, the first two are developing 
an antagonism which has uncom- 
fortable possibilities. Instead of co- 
operating for the betterment of the 
Axis position in southeastern Eu- 
rope, they are threatening each 
other. 

There is irony in the fact that 
when German troops first entered 
| Rumania, it was announced their 
| purpose was to train the Rumanian 
| army according to Hitler’s methods 
| of efficiency. For, if the Rumanians 
| do reach anything like the level of 
| German military skill, they will 
| want to use their new war ma- 
chine against Hungary. 

The Fuehrer must take these fac- 
tors into consideration in planning 
| his Balkan policies. 

If Germany were to extend the 
| war into southeastern Europe, the 
|danger of the flames exciting the | 
Rumanians beyond control would 
immediately arise. 

Rumania is Germany’s Balkan 
military base. If civil war were to 
occur in the country while the 
Germans were engaged in nearby 
hostilities, German operations, no 
doubt, would be seriously handi- | 
capped. In addition, the Germans 
must never forget the possible ef- 
fect of such disturbances on their 
vital Rumanian oil supplies.
